- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview inciucling description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated that the inventive concept is a 
tissue dressing apparatus with pre-packaged gas contained within the tissue dressing apparatus for improved wound 
healing. Applicant further explained that unlike other prior art, the alleged invention does not provide oxygen via an 
external source (i.e.: is oxygen generating) using electrochemicals or other additives but rather the reservoir contains 
the pre-packaged gas contained inside the reservoir package structure before use. Examiner maintained that Ladin 
met the independent claim limitation since the 'reservoir gel 105 is selected to provide a period of oxygenation (see 
Ladin, column 8, lines 34-36 and 27-31) using hydrogen peroxide. Examiner suggested possible amendments might 
include redefining the term 'packaged' or including how the device is charged prior to use as defined on page 12, lines 
22-25 and 29-30 and page 14, lines 26-31 of the instant specification. Also, the period of response for Examiner was 
explained to Applicant. 
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
